Must Follow Laws 


“Teenagers who soon start 
their annual hunt for holiday 
jobs are not concerned with le- 
gal aspects, but each employer 
must know what work he can 
assign to the youngsters,” an of- 
ficial of the U. S. Department 
of Labor said here today. 

Laws prohibit any youngster 
under 16 from holding any job 
during hours when schools in 
his home area are in session. 

“On school days the 14 and 
15 year olds are limited to work 
reg,houts a day and 18 
hours. a week... When--schools 
close for vacation these same 
boys and girls may work as 
much as éight hours a day or 40 
hours a week sō`long as the 
duties are scheduled between 
7a. m. and 7 p. m. The young- 
sters may work as sales clerks 
and office employees in busi- 
nes places where employees are 
covered by the. Fair Labor 
Standards Act,” Williams said.

In Treating Water 
Exposed To Fallout 


Old fashioned methods ‘are 
still the best for purifying 
drinking water even after ex- 
posure to radioactivity, some 18 
months of fallout research at 
the University of Florida has 
found. 

High concentrations of the 
same chemicals now used in the 
water treatment plants that 
supply American cities are 95 to 
99 percent effective against nu- 
clear fallout, reports University 
of Florida research chemist A. 
P. Black. Such ordinary agents 
as clay, alum, and others in the 
right combinations could knock 
out radioactive agents, he said. 

Black also said most of Flor- 
ida’s water will not be reached 
by fallout because of its deep 
well source.

A prominent feature of county 
organization’ is the election of 
as many as forty officials in 
quadrennial elections, many of 
them responsible for a separate 


executive leadership, and coun- 
ty government remains some- 
thing of a mystery to the citi- 
zens. The adoption of county 
charters, similar to city char- 
ters, would enable the county 
commissioners to institute a 
single executive plan that has| 
been widely adopted in city 
governments. 

There is a great need to mod- 
ernize county government in 
| line with the demands of mod- 
ern society. 

Florida wrote her first con- 
stitution in 1838 aand waged 
the political battle which res- 
sulted in her winning stateliGod 
in 1845. 
It was during the first years 
as a state the uneasy years be- 
fore Civil War that education 
became a major concern, and 
efforts were made to establish 
at least one public school in 
every county. In 1853 the East 
Florida Seminary, the earliest 
parent of the University of 
Florida, began receiving state 
support, and four years later 
| the West Florida Seminary in 
which eventually 
became Florida State Univer- 
sity, was established. 

1861, Florida seceeded from

While Florida never 
became a major theatre of mil- 
itary operations, her troops 
fought on every battlefield and 
the state furnished huge quanti- 
ties of food and military 
supplies to the Confederate 
military. Florida beef, pork, 
corn, and citrus helped to fill 
the bellies of Confederate 
soldiers, and Florida cotton 
helped to clothe them. 
The State well earned the 
title, “Breadbasket of the Con- 
federacy.” The South won the 
only two major battles fought 
in Florida, Olustee, outside of | !°% 
Lake City, and the Battle of 
Natural bridge N. of St, Marks. 
Tallahassee was the only Con- 
federate capital east of the 
Mississippi which was not cap- 
tured. 

During the Reconstruction 
Era, Florida, along with the 
rest of the South, faced the task 
of reorganizing her society and 
rebuilding her nearly ruined 
economy. It was during this 
time that Florida was being 
discovered as a major tourist 
state, and famous Americans, 
like Roberts E. Lee and Ulysses 
S. Grant, visited the State. 
Others, like Harriet Beecher 
Stowe, so much enjoyed the
